HEAVIEST ORANGE BLOOMING 


EVER SEEN IN VALLEY 


The greatest bloom that has ever 
been seen on citrus orchards is now 
at its heights. 
Ranchers, hortlcullural 
Inspectors, and other men who have 
been in close touch with tho industry 
tor many years, say that th.ey never 
saw the blossoms so thick as they 
are this spring on the 
Washington 
navels. 


Some of the timid ones who look 
for the pessimistic side 
are rather of 
the opinion that 
this is an 
"over 
bloom," and that it will tax the vital 
ity of the trees. 
But 
horticultural 
Inapeotors believe that the trees will 
eliminate the fruit that it cannot ma 
ture. Just as la always the case each 
season, to a certain extent. 
There 
is always a "drop" of fruit when it 
is about as large as small walnuts. 
This year the drop will probably, be 
much more evident, on account of the 
heavy setting. 


Various reasons are given for the 
heavy blooming. 
One is to the effect 
that the trees, having received a se­ 
vere shock last year, are recuperat­ 
ing to rapidly that the result is a 
heavy setting of blossoms, Nature al 
ways attempts 
to 
reproduce 
itself 
heavily when the parent stock Is In 
a weakened condition. 


Another reason' offered, and 
which 
seems to have common sense gn Its 
side. Is that the heavy and long-con 
tlnued ralng of February, came at^ek- 
actly the right time to give Impetus 
to the blossoms. The season has been 
a favorable one for the trees In every 
way. 
Not a brieath of frost -has been 
felt in ihe whole state this year.

The Kcpublican tickfel that will be offered to the people at the 
Auf^ist primaries, bids fair to be an exceptionally strong one. It is 
strengthening e v e r y day. The announcement now comes that former 
Superior J u d g e Walter Bordwell of Los Angeles county will be a can­ 
didate for lh<.' position of chief justice of the sujjreme court of the 
.slate. 


. Judge liordwell is an exceplioiiaV man in ituiny respe(!ts. 
l i e is a 
Vlelilxtralc thinl<er, unexcilabli!, and free frotn tliat all too prevailing 
habit, oT making decisions to coineide with the [)assions a n d prejudices 
of th(! newspaper-reading public. 
It is a national taint, and a national 
dishonor fliat. sonx,- of o\ir .judges arc; so degradingly 
tied to the 
ehariot 
W I K K J I S of piibiii-. opinion, made .so, oT coursi;. through t!i<! 
fact that their positions are elcc-tivc; inst(!ad of ap[)oirit ive. 


It is an cxtrem.cl.y dil'ficult thing for a .jiulge o f the superior bench 
1o sit through his term and n o t arouse at least one publii; demonstra- 
lion against, him, emergi/ig from s o m e deeisiow which did not stril«! 
the i)opular fancy. 
And, with the recall of the judiciary 
hanging 
o v e r them, judges are j)lae.e(l in t h t anomalous position or listening 
1o evid(!neir with one ear, and to the [)r(Uiidiced people with the otluir. 


Judge Bordw(!ll, howcfver, was one of t h e m<ist uncompromising 
judges Los Angeles county ever h a d on t))e bench, when it cauK; to a 
defiision o n the law and the faets. 
Popular clamor never seemcid to 
roach him. It is j)robably that no judge in the United States w a s 
ev(!r put in a more exacting position than J u d g e Bordwell, when lie 
called t h e trial of the McNanuiras, chargful with the crim(;s of dyna­ 
miting t h e Los Angeles Times building, which rcsulterl in the loss of 
twenty lives. 
The crime itsiflf pbuMtd the trial in the spotlight for 
1h(! whole world. 
But, added to th(( intense ititcntst aroused by the 
<;normity of the crime and its peculiar i)bascs was the fact that, in 
reality, capital and labor were arrayed against each other, or, to put 
it more aecurately, ea,[)ital was fighting for jiistiee out of its battle 
with union lab(»r forces. 
It would be unfair to .say that th(! laboring 
men were arrayed o n o n e side ami the employers o n the other in this 
great trial, for such was not a fact. 
But a portion of the unionized 
laboring element was arrayed against tin; (unploycir, and 
especially 
that employer who exercised what he considered to be his right in 
e m p l o y i n g wlionisocver lie saw fit to employ. 


ii will be re)nembered that a gn^i^t battery of legal talent was 
j)ropared to fight the cast; for the McNamaras, and that among them 
one lawyer, fa'irioiis for his oratory, for his spread-eagle style, hiii. 
ability to appeal to pa,ssions ami prejudices, was among this number 
appearing for the defense. 
On th(! first d a y of the trial this lawyer 
was praetically eliminated from the proceedings, owing to anstern 
ruling by J u d g e Bordwell that he woidd listen to nothing that did 
not bear upon the law and facts in the case. 
One would thing that 
such a ruling would be unnecessary in a court of law, .but so perrae- 
uted with the immaterial and the sensatioiAil have the courts of this 
land become, it w a s obligatory upon the .iudge to point out that he 
w o u l d sqiiolch all impassioned appeals that wore obvioxisly delivered 
for the aiidience a t i d n b t for the court. 
This f u l o w a s k e p t A^ith an.* 
i'poh hand, and the .lawyer w h o h a d been hired for the purpose of 
arousing the public to favorable sentiment for the accused men, was 
soon obliged to sever his connection with the case. 
Jiulge Bordwell 
had ruled him out of a job. 
, 


J u d g e Bordwell's courage; and his t(mipcrainent make him a fit 
man for tin; position o f chief justice in this slate. 
A jjortion of the 
labor union ehnnent will not vote for him, but the riglit-thitd<ing men 
of union labor will not rage against him becansi! he f)assed upon the

The Packing House Girls. 


There used to be a d a y when girls who worked in packing houses 
in (!ovina earntul a dollar and a half, or at most, two dollars, and put 
jn a l(Mig d a y of ntal |)Jiysical labor. 
They ari> inoi-e liablt! to earn 
thi'ee dollars than two inthescf times, and tlu^y will avi-rage close to 
two-fifty. 
They do not work as hard either. 


It used to be that'a girl had to hunt up her o w n en\pt,y boxes, 
and when they were packed she did the nuiinial labor of sliding the 
full box to one side, providing the box-carrier didn't happen to hi* 
right on tlx? job, which w a s most often the case. 
Weak girls had to 
wait until the boy got around to them. 
There wore many other ways 
that their strength w a s taxed. 


The girls that work in 
i)acking houses here still work hard and 
the end of the d a y finds them tired. 
But an endless belt supplies 
them with empty b o x e s ; another endless belt takes the full 
boxes 
away. 
They labor in ligliter, more sanitary 
houses. 
They 
make 
more money .uul are happier. 


In one of the now houses here, the Covina Ornngo Growers' Asso­ 
ciation, the girls an.' supplied with a dressing room, where they nia.v 
go and rest during a lull in the busiiu;s,s, or at noon. 
Hero they have 
couches, and a long table upon whiiih to eat. 
Eloctrie cook stoves 
are supplied with which they n\ny heat the food they bring. 
The 
room is lighted with better fixtiu'es than yon will tinil in numy homos. 


All of which is just as it should be. It is not so imu'h u thing to 
brag about as to hold up as a necessary eonilition that should exist 
in all packing houses. 
Would it were that vm might go farther and 
give the girls less opportunity for ruining their health by standing 
during the long hours, and jterhaps some way will be devised that 
AvilL bring this about. 
As it is, we are progressing, and it is a source 
of gratification that Coviiui is in the vanguard of prngrcKs in this 
respect.

An enthusiastic group of tlie most 
prominent Ijusinesa men and ranchers 
In the Covlna valley gathered on Wed­

What may prove to be the organi­ 
zation of a movement that will spread 
to every citrus-groiJ/lng community in 
the stale, was launched here today,

Association.

Mr. Broadwell said this week that 
he would probably sell his store at
